Supervintenting School Gowwmitter. 


TOWN OF STRATHAM 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


CHaritres N. Hearey, Prudential Committee. 


TeacHER, Summer Term, Miss A. A. Lane. Miss Lane has 
much experience in teaching; her moral influence is very good, and 
had she had health and energy corresponding, she would have se- 
cured success. 

Teacher, Winter Term, James Mc E. Drake. The school made 
decided advance in study and in many respects cheering improve- 
ment in order under the care of Mr. Drake; with a little more ex- 
perience, he will stand among other first class teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudentiul Committee, Mr. C. M. Prrer. 


This district was fortunate in having again the services of Miss 
Nellie M. Tucker, who fully sustained her former reputation as 
teacher. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. William J. Stacy, and al- 
though this was his first school, he showed much aptness to teach, 
and by his own energy and devotion to his work he awakened such 
enthusiasm in the scholars as secured very gratifying success in their 
studies. The general department of the school, though not perfect, 
yet was very good. It is indeed pleasant to see a live man in the

school room, cheerfully giving his whole time and sparing no pains 
for the improvement of the schoel. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Mr. Josepn Leavitt, Prudential Committee. 


The summer term was taught again by Miss Carrie 8. Piper. Only 
a few scholars in this school have any thing like a fondness for study. 
The most untiring effort on the part of teachers is rewarded with only 
slow progress. Miss Piper with her usual diligence and perseverance - 
did all that could reasonably be expected. 

' The winter term was taught by Mr. E. Harrison Dalton. Mr. Dal- 
ton is afvery clever respectable young man qualified, no doubt to [do 
many things well, but has by this second school in town given satis- 
factory proof ofhis entire incompetency to manage successfully a 
town school. Life and energy and earnest devotion to the work, 
would have secured success, and won the good wishes of all. 


DISTRICT NQ, 4. 
Mr. J.C. Linsey, Prudential Committee. 


The summer and winter terms were both taught by Miss Mary W. 
C. Dearborn. This schoolis very smali, too limited in numbers to 
awaken encouraging energy in either teacher or scholar and has _suf- 
fered for want of a healthy stimulous. The order of the school has 
been well sustained, good progress madein reading, spelling and in 
pronouncing words, but there was an evident lack of thoroughness by 
the classes in-arithmetic. This school though so small needs a teach- 
er of sufficient health and ability to throw life and activity into every 
branch of study and diffuse a spirit of inspiration over the minds of 
the scholars.

In addition to the brief hints given under each District, it gives me 
real pleasure to be:able to'report progress. ’ While there is still very 
much room for improyement, yet’ ‘there: has’ been decided gain ‘the 
past year. . It is believed that the teachers employed have been faith- 
ful to-the éxtent of their ability. With only’oné'exception there has" 
been evident gain in the order and discipline of the school room.— — 
And it has. been. gratifying to.see an increase of interest’ on the part 
of parents, not only. in respect to. the order of our schools, but an 
earnest desire for their general: improvement, and thus both teachers 
and scholars have; been in a measure cheered. ‘This looks hopeful. 

I am happyialso‘to:yhave the privilege of reporting for the en- 
couragement of parents, teachers and: scholars, that£32 scholars are 
reported jas not:having been‘absent. a! half day, during’any oneterm — 
of school, ,six in District; No. 1,.one in'summer term, five in’ winter ; 
ten in,District-No, 2; two in summer, eight! in'winter ; ‘sixteen in a Dis- 
trict No;-3,.six-in summer, and ten ‘in winter. 


Also the number of days ‘attendance has gréatly increased, making 
the average much larger. . There has beem improvement in the punc- 
tuality of attendanee. A very much less number of instances of tar- 
diness reported, in most. of the’schools. » District No. 2, (winter 
term) takes'theleadin this respect, being one of the largest schools 
and reporting only sixteen cases of tardiness. No. 1 stahids hext, 
reporting twenty cases only.. Many of the scholars in our schools 
did not whisper, without leave, for the entire term, showing that 
what one has done, others may do. ‘These are small things, and 
yet they are steps in the right direction, and only need to be follow- 
ed up, until good habits are secured in every respect, and the school 
room made a place, not only of high mental culture, but a place 
where the morals and manners of our youth shall be carefully guard- 
ed and improved. 


In closing, allow me to express the deep conviction of my own 
mind. The schools the past year have been far from satisfactory.— 
There is abundant talent in your children. We have done the best 
we could, considering the condition of your school rooms, and the 
material employed. It will relieve my own mind if it does no fur- 
ther good, to urge upon the town, the necessity, the absolute neces- 

sity, if you would have first class schools, of providing better school
